Time running out for Black

| An outcry of protest has erupted 
throughout the nation over the execution 
sentence of Mumia Abu-Jamal, a 
renowned African-American journalist 
based in Philadelphia. The events sur- 
rounding Abu-Jamal being convicted for 
the murder of a Philadelphia police oficer 
are a mystery. 

Abu-Jamal, who moonlighted as a cab 
driver, claims he stumbled upon Philadel- 
phia police officer Daniel Faulkner beat- 
ing a Black motorist one night in 1981. 
Abu-Jamal recognized the motorist as his 
brother, William Cook 

There are conflicting accounts of what 
happened next. There were many wit- 
nesses since the bars had just closed and 
lots of people were out on the street. 
There was a scuffle between Abu-Jamal, 
Faulkner and Cook. Gun shots went off 
and after the scuffle was over, Abu-Jamal 
had been shot, Cook was bleeding from 
the face, and Faulkner was dead 

Many who have followed the case 
believe Abu-Jamal did not receive a fair 
trial. Police officers testified that Abu- 
Jamal confessed to killing the officer, but 
he denies making a confession. The 
police were reportedly unable to match 
bullets used to murder Faulkner to Abu- 
Jamal’s gun. Prosecutors used 11 
preemptory challenges to remove 
several jurors from the trial, most of them 
African-American. Abu-Jamal was not al-

Ohio Senator Mike Dewine ap- 
parently will have a big decision 
whether to support or to reject the 
Move by his senate leader to 
eliminate all federal affirmative ac- 
tion programs 

In a move long expected, Bob 
Dole of Kansas. the senator 
majonty leader and Republican 
presidential candidate, has intro 
duced what he calls the “Equal Op 
portunity Act of 1995' The 
measure would prohibit all affirm 
ative action remedies in federal 
hiring, the awarding and ad- 
ministering of federal contracts; 
and al) other federal government 
programs 

in a press statement, Dole said 
he ‘stands for a single proposition 
the federal government should not 
discnminate against, nor should it 
grant preferences to, any individual 
because of that individual's race, 
cdlor, ethnic background, or sex." 

"Whether its employment, or 
contracting, of any other federally 


conducted program, our govern- 
mentin Washington should work to 
bring its citizens together, not 
divide us,” Dole said. "Our focus 
should be protecting the rights of 
individuals, not the rights of groups 
through the use of quotas, set- 
asides, numerical objectives, and 
other preferences." 

Under the bill, a 25-year history 
of federal enforcement efforts 
would be eliminated. The bill 
would eliminate the tederal 
government's own affirmative ac- 
tion programs, in which goals and 
timetables for its hiring of its own 
employees are imposed upon the 
vanous agencies 

lt would also nullify executive 
order 11246, which requires all 
federal contractors with over 50 
employees to have affirmative ac- 
tion programs for the hiring of 
minorities and females, and 
enables the government to

The bill would also eliminate all 
federal set-aside programs, includ 
ing the surface transportation act's

Senator Dole’s press secretary

The repeal of affirmative action 
is expected to have a major impact 
in the California system, which is 
the nation’s largest with 150,000 
students on nine campuses. Cur- 
rently, only 4.4 percent of the stu- 
dents are Black,in a state that is 
about 8 percent Black 

But even that small number is 
expected to slide -- precipitously -- 
when the new board policy goes 
into effect. Astudy by the Berkeley 
campus showed that, if race is 
eliminated as a factor, admissions 
of African-American students 
would drop at that campus by 40 lo 
50 percent 

The California Board of Regents 
decision has been attacked by the 
White House. Clinton Chief of Statt 
Leon Panetta said that it may en- 
danger federal funds going into the 
California university system, at- 
though Wilson labeled that a 
"threat" that would not deter his 
state 

But there is no move afaot to 
spread the California gospel to 
Ohio 

Governor George Vainovich 
who had been prominently men- 
tioned as a candidate for vice 
president on the Republican ticket 
under Kansas Senator Bob Dole -- 
has taken a much different role at 
the Ohio Board of Regents.

Ohio's regents serve as coor- 
dinators for the 14 four-year univer- 
sities that comprise the list of 
state-supported schools; policies 
on recruitment of students, admis- 
sions standards, hiring and 
procurement are all made by the 
boards of trustees of the individual 
universities. California's regents 
on the other hand, actually set 
policy for each of the nine cam- 
puses 

Ohio's. Board of Regents also 
could not eliminate the universities 
minority business procurement 
programs, since they are man- 
dated by state statute 

At the same timé, there appears 
to be a general consensus among 
the board to maintain affirmative 
action programs. 

Ralph Frasier, one of two Black 
members of the nine-member 
board (Steven Perry, former direc- 
tor of the Ohio Department of Ad- 
ministrative Services, is the other), 
said that, while the matter of affirm- 
ative action "has not surfaced as a 
question" before the board, he has 
had informal discussions with 
some board members regarding 
affirmative action. And that infor- 
mal discussion indicates that many 
board members are supportive 

"| know that there is some sup- 
port within the Board of Regents for 
affirmative action," Frasier said, al- 
though he added, “I cannot say, 
simply because we've considered 
this on a polling basis, that would 
be a unanimous decision,”

Desegregation 
A thing of the past?

Recently, the Supreme Court 
nullified federal affirmative action 
programs with the rendering of the 
Adirand decision. In the same 
week, the Supreme Court ruled that 
student achievement scores cannot 
be the basis for court-ordered 
school desegregation -- even if the 
scores have not reached national 
norms or standards -- and that 
achievement scores by minority stu- 
dents should only be a considera- 
tion if they relate directly to the 
effects of past segregation. Even 
though the Supreme Court ordered 
a lower court to restudy the Missouri 
vs. Jenkins case, their decision sets 
a dangerous precedent based on 
the myth of separate but equal 

As much as we would like to 
believe that we are all operating on 
alevel playing field, let's face reality: 
minorities continue to be dis- 
criminated against in the job 
market, in the business world and in 
everyday life. Recently, a state rep- 
resentative in the Ohio House was 
comfortable enough during session 
to express his personal dislike for 
diversity during deliberation on 
“English Only" legislation. At the 
other end of the spectrum, my legis- 
lative aide's' daughter was told by a 
classmate at her preschool that she

Black leadership is 
not based on constituency 
Strength; it is based on com- 
promise strength, Black leaders 
have to be able and willing to 
march to the drumbeat of the 
power elite. Those who are best 
able to dance to the music are 
handsomely rewarded. However, 
while dancing, they must con- 
tinually be looking towards the ceil- 
ing at the ball of reality hanging 
overhead that will drop: without 
warning upon them; ‘on orders 
from the power elite, if they get out 
of position in the dance line.

In a press statement released 
by the group, members explained, 
"We are going to Washington in 
October as @ jonstration of our 
collective concerns about the 
questionable future looming ahead 


for ourselves and our families. We 
are concerned about our present 
and future in the areas of politics, 
employment,. criminal justice, 
economics, education, spirituality 
and racial equality in America." 

The statement continues, "Our 
concerns are causing us to stand 
up at this time with a man and 
leader of men (Minister Louis Far- 
rakhan) who has demonstrated his 
love for us and fearlessness in 
speaking to our concerns." 

Finally, it states, “We are not 
only standing at this time, but are 
moving to follow his example of 
pooling our resources and accept- 
ing the responsibilities of being 
husbands, ‘fathers and sons that 
we should be." 

In St. Paul, Minn, another broad 
coalition of black men has 
emerged in preparation for their 
organized participation in the 
march. They call themselves 
V.A.R.C.H., which means Men Are 

_Responsible To Cultivate Hope. 
This effort is being led by Minister 
James Muhammad. 

In their advertisement to recruit 
brothers to join M.A.R.C.H., the 
coalition points out that 
"M.A.R,C.H, Is an organization 
comprised of black men whose 
primary purpose is to liberate and 
free the black man, woman and 
child. We repudiate any and all who 
would utilize f as a means of 
causing friction or disunity be- 
tween our men and women, Our 
respect for our women is total and 
complete." 


M.A.R.C.H, concludes its ad- 
vertisement by explaining that, “all 
black men are welcome to join 
regardiess of religion, economic 
status, political or social cir- 
cumstances. M.A.R.C.H. stands in 
complete solidarity with all people 
who seek freedom, justice and 
equity, and are committed to unity 
in the black community." 

These two examples are clear 
indicators of the spirit that Minister 
Farrakhan's call for the million man 
march has generated. | am told that 
this kind of organizing is occurring 
all over America. 

As Drs. Nathan and Julia Hare, 
renown husband and wife scholars 
observed in a special report in 
Black Collegian Magazine, it was 
the male-oriented black power 
movement of the late 1960's that 
caused the white supremacy sys- 
tem to place African-American 
males “on a socioeconomic back 
burner, while females were lured 
from the family nest in innocent 

“new jobs-in-the: 
spasmic market." 

The Hares explain vividly that

“macho" so vital to African- 
American male motivation in the 
absence of the institutional back- 
ing or social masculinity of the 
white male," 

These statements by the Hares 
are important for us to digest in 
terms of the continuing white 
supremacy assaults against black 
men in this country. 

We must all put on our marching 
shoes and get ready for Oct. 16 
We must march for reparations. 
We must march to develop a cam- 
paign to control our own food, 
clothing and shelter that we con- 
tinue to buy from other people. As 
black men, we must learn and re- 
learn to contro! the production, 
processing, distribution, wholesal- 
ing and retailing of everything we 
need to survive and dévelop as a 
people 

Monday, Oct. 16, 1995 should 
be a great-day for black men to 
stand tall together and prociaim to 5 
the world our political, economic 
culturat, educational and social in- 
dependence as a people.

That image stuck with him for years -~ even trailing him 
at the time he was attempting to run for mayor of 
Cleveland in 1979. - But that early image of Voinovich 
‘proved to be false in his 10 years here,” Forbes sajd 

In the sometimes-poisonous thicket of Cleveland's 
geographic and racial politics. Voinovich proved to be both 
a fair and adroit traveler, "He made sure that east siders 
and west-siders were treated fairly," Forbes recalled 

Couple of years ago, invited him up to the Afncan- 
American picnic. “My whole life is dedicated to Black 
people.” Because of the 10 years he spent up here 
‘Made sure that east siders and west-siders were treated 
alike." 

Forbes remains concerned about the message that 
Wilson, Dole, Buchanan, Gingrich and other Republicans 
are sending 

It's almost an enslavement of Black people," Forbes 
said. He noted that the opponents-of civil rights have 
taken the slogans of the civil aghts movement to use them 
in behall of the interests of whites 

"I's a calculated movement, born by Ronald Reagan 
when he opened his Campaign in the south in Philadelphia 
Miss, and it's been cultivated by men like Newt Gingrich." 

And_-- despite its color-blind language -- "it's an anti- 
black movement," Forbes asserted. "The tragedy is that 
they’Ve convinced poor whites and middle-class whites 
that the prpblems of this country are instigated by Black 
people 

But Forbes sees his sometime-rival for power in 
Cleveland -- and old friend -- as above that racist pander- 
ing. "Is George Voinovich part of that attack? No. And

But thus far, nothing of the sort 
has happened: there has been no backing up on the 
stale’s program from the governor's chair. 

Itis also clear that it was the governor's influence which

Museum makes 
diversity a priority 


The Columbus Museum of Art, 480 E 
Broad St., has appointed Jamie Sharp 
as the new head of Outreach Programs 
Sharp replaces Deidre Hamlar, who left 
the museum at the end of June to as- 
sume the post of assistant director and 
community development at the Walker 
Art Center in Minneapolis. 

Sharp comes to Columbus from the 
Dayton area, where she has served as 
education specialist at the National Afro- 
American Museum and Cultural Center 
in Wilberforce, Ohio, since 1993. At the 
Afro-American Museum, Sharp or 
ganized performances, lectures and

Sharp has also served as a cultural 
arts consultant for the City of Dayton's 
Department of Planning. She previously 
worked as a multicultural facilitator for 
the Dayton Opera and as the marketing 
director for the Dayton Contemporary 
Dance Company. 

"Ms. Sharp comes to the museum with 
a rich background in arts programming 
for culturally diverse audiences," said 
Irvin Lippman, executive director of the 
Columbus Museum of Art. "She brings 
with her great enthusiasm to instill an 
appreciation for the arts and help us cre- 
ate an environment that is welcoming 
and an essential source of enrichment for 
the people of central Ohio.”

As head of Outreach Programs for the 
Columbus Museum of Art, Sharp will 
develop public education programs 
aimed at reaching diverse audiences and 
promote understanding and appreciation 
of works by minority artists. She will also 
serve as staff liaison to the African- 
American Cultural Committee, a com- 
munity-based volunteer advisory body to 
the museum, and to the newly formed 
Friends of African-American Art 

Sharp describes her position as “con- 
tinuing to make the museum accessible 
to all, especially African-Americans. | 
think it’s important for museums to rep- 
resent all factions of society. It's impor- 
tant for African Americans to feel.a sense 
of ownership in the museum." 

African-American art is as diverse as 
European art, Sharp pointed out. “When 
we're talking about African-American art, 
we're not necessarily talking about art 
that depicts African-American life par- 
ticularly." 

She says there are two schools of 
Black art, Afrocentric.art and “art for art's 
sake" that depicts life in general. She 
believes the Afro-American Museum in 
Wilberforce and the King Arts Complex 
here in Columbus have done much to 
promote all forms of Black art. 

“The Afro-American Museum and the 
King Complex have done wonders in 
bringing Black art to the forefront," she 
said. "Any time you can get Black art 
shown it increases its visibility. It 
validates Black artists and Black art." 

The Columbus Museum of Art does an 
excellent job in promoting diversity, 
Sharp says. “Not only do our collections 
reflect Black art, but the patronage is as 
diverse as the art on the walls." 

Sharp believes increasing multicul- 
tural art education in schools and com- 
munities will help increase the visibility of 
Black art. She feels "personal taste and 
personal perception’ affect individual art 
tastes,

What a wonderful party of recognition 
for a man of service ... and given by his 
wife of 10 months. Twenty-five years 
ago, a young optometrist had a vision 
and that’s no pun! Dr. Clayton Hicks 
graduated form The Ohio State Univer- 
sity in 1970.

Did you know that? ... having been 
one of his first patients when he opened 
his original office at Kelton and 
Livingston, | knew it. Buzzy Bee wanted 
to know if his humility and commitment to 
serving others came before he became 
a member of his beloved fraternity, Alpha 
Phi Alpha, or if those qualities have been 
there all of his life. Prissy Pree thinks that 
they were always there, thanks to his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Amos Hicks 
(Augusta), and that his fraternity 
precepts just reinforced them. The bees 
are arguing this point as you read. 

Regardless of which came first, the 
record speaks for itself and says that Dr. 
Hicks has lived up to the high level of 
dedication he promised. His dedication is 
exemplified in the more than 30,000 
patients he has served. His youngest 
patient was 18 months old and a patient 
of 103 years old is at the other end of the 
spectrum. Although Driving Park Vision 
Center is Clayton's home base, he has 
extended himself into the community by 
providing vision services in nursing 
homes, schools and group homes for the 
mentally retarded and developmentally 
disabled. In other words, he goes 
everywhere. Did you know that among 
the various services Dr. Hicks offers is an 
eye health program specifically designed 
for African Americans with diabetes and 
high blood pressure.

For, you see, he is a past 
president of the National Optometric As- 
sociation and was also a member of the 
National Board of Examiners in Op- 
tometry. Going outside of the USA, 
Clayton has distributed lenses to third 
world countries. With his busy patient 
schedule, he still finds time to‘serve as 
Vision Care Consultant for the State of 
Ohio and complete duties as the current 
Secretary/Treasurer of the National Op- 
tometric Foundation. 

You might récall that Clayton took unto 
himself, a dynamic, vivacious wife last 
September, nee Dr. Patricia Larkins. 
Well, soon after relocating to Columbus, 
Pat became aware of all that Clayton has 
done in the community and felt that the 
25th anniversary of his Vision Center 
should not go unnoticed. She talked to a 
few people who agreed with her and, 
voila, a committee was formed among 
Dr. Aloma Gibbs, Troy Glover, Dr. Mar- 
garet Roberts and Ms. Florence Newton 
Swafford with Pat at the helm.

Numerous” studies have 
Jemonstrated that high quality child 
sare helps children learn in develop 
while poor child care harms them. 
Nith them half of Franklin County 
shildren in child care (82,000 
children) while their parents work or 
attend training program programs, 
shild care is more important than 
aver. 


The Learning Begins Right From 
he Start campaign will be aimed 
yrimarily at parents, giving them 
Juidelines on how to recognize and 
select quality care. Parents will be 
»rovided information about the 


kinds of educational stimulation 
children need at each state of 
development - infants, toddlers, 
preschoolers and school-age 
children. 


Learning Begins Right From the 
Start will also work to activate busi- 
ness, policymakers, churches, 
educators, health care providers 
and community agencies in support 
of more quality child caré in Franklin 
County. The Columbus community, 
like the rest of the nation, faces a 
critical child care shortage. Survey 
research by the Franklin County 
Department of Human Services 
revealed that about 56,000 families 
with children under age 14 said they 
needed child care or more child 
care than they presently had. Be- 
cause of this shortage, all sectors of 
the community are needed to cre- 
ate more quality child care spaces. 


The campaign will include use of 
TV, radio and printed materials. A 
comprehensive report.on the status 
of child care in Franklin County is 
available at action for Children. The 
75 page report entitled, Child Care 
in Columbus; Issues for the 90s 
outlines the major child care con-

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Jacob’s Ladder unites first 5 Columbus Black churches

Sunday, July 23 was an important day 
for the gréater Columbus community. 
This date marked the first time that the 
first five Black churches in Columbus 
came together to celebrate their heritage 
and history, The King Arts Complex, 867 
Mt. Vernon Ave., opened the doors to its 
theatre, multi-purpose facility, and Elijah 
Pierce Gallery to host the joyous event 

The Elijah Pierce Gallery is-displaying 

the Smithsonian's travelling exhibition 
Climbing Jacob's Ladder: The Rise of 
Black Churches in Eastern American 
Cities, 1740-1877." James Tillman and 
Andrew Scott installed this informative 
exhibit which traces the roots of Black 
churches and their leaders from hidden 
and repressed meetings in the 1700s to 
their affirmation-of equality and-con- 
gregational rights with the emergence of 
the Great Awakening. This exhibit could 
have stood on its own, But the King Arts 
Complex planned an event which 
focused on the wealth of information 
available by tracing the emergence of 
Black churches here in Columbus 

The first five Black churches in Colum 
bus are all in walking distance to where 
the King Arts Complex stands today, The 
complex’s director of Cultural Arts 
Programs and gallery curator, Bettye 
Stull, along with Leonard Napper Sr. 
proposed that the King Arts Complex 
work with the five churches and their 
present reverends to form the three-hour 
event called "Climbing Jacob's Ladder in 
Columbus, Ohio." These first churches,

The bottle should rest 
firmly on the bottom of the sauce 
pan without falling. Note the cool 
ness of the water and measure the 
temperature using a thermometer 
Place the sauce pan onto the hot 
plate. Turn on the hot plate. Ob- 
serve the temperature changes of 
the water over the next five miniues 
What happens to the balloon? 
Children under age 4 should never 
perform this experiement without 
adult supervision. Caution children 
about touching hot objects. Safety 
cannot be overemphasized 

When you. complete this experi- 
ment, tell your children they have 
just observed what happens to the 
amount (volume) of a gas as 
temperature rises, Ask them if they 
realized that air is a mixture of 
gases 

If your children like plants or 
animals, perhaps they would enjoy 
a science exploration of living 
things instead of the above experi- 
ment. Show them how to start a leaf 
collection or take them to the zoo to 
observe the differences between 
animals who live in cold climates 
and those who live in warm 
climates 2

Hoop dreams: 
a lesson in life 


While in the video store recently, | con- 
templated what my selection would be. | 
had heard so much about the heralded 
sports documentary/movie entitled "Hoop 
Dreams". My first thought was that this 
film would be just another corny sports 
film showcasing the lives of two athletes 
with aspirations of trying to make it to the 
big time, the NBA. But what made this 
film so special is the fact that not only did 
it focus on the lives of the athletes, it also 
focused on the trials and tribulations that 
their families endured as.a whole. The 
film made in 1994, focuses on two inner 
city kids from Chicago and their develop- 
ments in basketball and life from middle 
school through the beginning of college 

The two young men featured are Wil- 
liam Gates and Arthur Agee, both who out 
of middle school were recruited by St 
Joseph high school, the same school that 
produced NBA star Isaiah Thomas, who 
was recruited the same way. William 
Gates, was touted as the equivalent to 
Thomas, talent wise according to anyone 
who had seen him play. At 6'0" Gates 
Started varsity as a freshman dazzling the 
crowd with his unconventional moves in 
the style and grace of Thomas. The 
dream for Gates was to take his team as 
he phrased it "Down State" to win the 
coveted state championship, but during 
his sophomore year he suffered a severe 
knee injury which required surgery, his 
hoop dream seemed in doubt. 

After surgery he returned and seemed 
to favor the knee, hampering him in his 
attempt to make a full recovery as the 
player that he once was. After a few 
weeks he was able to regain his con- 
fidence, just enough to land him a chance 
to attend the prestigious Nike camp, 
where he started off slow but came on in 
the later stages: Just when things were 
going well disaster struck again as. he 
reinjured his knee requiring more surgery. 
But Gates like every youngster wanted to 
continue to pursue his hoop dream, a few 
colleges remained interested despite his 
injury including Indiana, Marquette and 
North Carolina State. 

Gates returned again but still had 
trouble performing physically at his 
highest level but was able to land a 
scholarship at Marquette University. Also 
during this time Gates became a father of 
a darling little girl, which added more 
responsibility to an already complicated: 
situation, He began to feel pressure from 
all over, as his older brother who also was 
a great athlete, but lacked discipline and 
guidance, was trying to live his dream 
through his younger brother. 

Caught up in the basketball system, 
Gates quietly went to Marquette Univer- 
sity where he played for three years 
before leaving school, trying to con- 
centrate more on his new family which 
also moved up to campus with him. 

Arthur Agee on the other hand since he 
was a small child was projected to be the 
ultimate point guard, showing flashes of 
brilliance with his uncanny ball handling 
skills. Agee, who grew to 6’2" was more 
of a true Thomas clone, slashing and 
passing to the open man. Midway into his 
freshman year at St. Joesph. Agee was 


forced out due to financial reasons. Also . 


during this time Agee didn't display the 
skills that he had been recruited for and 
this played a major role in his having to 
leave the school. 

Coming from a family with a more des- 
titute background it was almost impos- 
sible for his parents to assist in his 
education. Agee transferred to Marshall 
high-school in inner oy Chicago, where 
he was nothing more than a sub on the 
junior varsity team during his sophomore 
season. His new coach insisted that he 
didn't play hard enough and made too 
many turnovers, it was also at this time 
that his parents separated and his father 
went to jail, forcing the family to go on 
welfare, the utilities were shut off and 
Agee couldn't get his transcripts from St. 
Joseph's due to the money he still owed 
the school. 

Then suddenly things began to 
change, Agee's father returned to the 
home drug-free and playing more of a 
squad and in the middie of the season 
became a starter. peo his senior year 
as the starting point he became the 
= second leading scorer and assist

Rashard Griffith along the way, King
